PETITION COUNTY 
BOARD FOR 


PRIVILEGE OF VOTING BONDS 


TO BUILD FREE BRIDGE OVER 


HALIFAX. 


At the meeting of the board of 


county commissioners held in De- 
Land last week the clerk was instruct- 
ed to render a bill to Receiver M. 
Sholtz for 489% days time of county 
convicts under the contract accepted 
by him for work done in the Akerman 
& Ellis rock pit. 


Contractor Scott Hodgkin was or- 


dered to proceed at once with the 
•completion of nine dipping vats south 
of the New Smyrna road under his 
contract with the board. 


By a vote of three to two the board 


ordered the bonds of the bond trus- 
tees in the DeLeon-Seville 
special 


road district raised from $5,000 each 
to $50,000 each. 


A petition was received from citi- 


zens of Daytona, Daytona Beach and 
Seabreeze asking that an election be 
«alled for the purpose of voting bonds 
lor a free bridge across the Halifax 
river from a point in the city of Day- 
tona to a point on the peninsula. The 
petition was ordered filed and the at- 
torneys for the board instructed to 
draw proper resolution and notice in 
connection with the petition to be 
presented to the board at the next 
regular meeting of the board and that 
the petition be submitted to the super- 
Tisor of registration for his certificate 
as to the qualification of the signers. 


The clerk was instructed to request 


the Florida East Coast Railroad com- 
pany to put in a plank crossing at the 
«nd of the bridge in Ormond, at the 
railroad's expense, a rock crossing at 
this place being found inadequate. 


The road superintendent was in- 


structed to investigate the necessity 
for a bridge over the canal near Lake 
Ashby and if found necessary to con- 
struct said bridge at an expense not 
to exceed $300. 


Dr. G. A. Davis was appointed coun- 


ty physician for the year 1919 at a 
monthly salary of $16. This salary 
tarries with it attendance of all sick- 
ness at the county jail and county 
lioor farm. 


W. A. Auxier was awarded the con- 


tract for alterations of the old county 
jail for the sum of $3,171, he agreeing 
to carry the account for one year 
from the date of the contract. 


The salary of the keeper and helper 


at the county farm was fixed at $60 
per month. 


It was agreed that the county sell 


to the batallion officers of the New 
Smyrna home guards their suits and 
side arm equipment for the sum of 
41, it being understood dnd agreed 
that should the company disband the 
batallion officers' suits shall be return- 
ed to the county. The clerk was in- 
structed to notify Capt. J. S. Shoe- 
smith of this action.

ALL BOYS RETURN TO 


HIGH SCHOOL WORK 


MARSHAL KILLS NEGRO 


EXONERATED BY JURY 


LOCAL TRUSTEES AND COMMIT- EVIDENCE SHOWS BLACK MAN 


TEE OF PARENTS SETTLE DIP- 
TRIED TO SHOOT OFFICER, WHO 


FICULTIES AND RENDER FINAL 


DECISION. 


The misunderstanding between the 


boys and principal of the high school, 
which resulted in the suspension ol 
practically all of the boys in the high 
school last week, has been cleared up, 
all dfferences have been amicably set- 
tled and the boys all returned to their 
places in school Monday morning. 


The differences were aired before 


the hoard of local trustees and a com- 
mittee of parents, made up of L. B. 
Watson, T. L. Howell and R. W. 
Jones, at a meeting held in the school 
building Saturday evening, invitations 
to this meeting having been issued by 
the trustees to the parents of the 
boys suspended. 
After the parents 


had gathered it was announced that 
the hearing would be conducted by the 
trustees and committee and repre- 
sentatives of the boys and teachers 
were called before this committee for 
bearings. 


It was agreed that the finding 'of 


this committee would be accepted by 
the parents and teachers, and the de- 
cision was reached that all the boys 
should return to their work Monday 
morning, that no demerit 
marks 


should be place'd against them, that 
all differences should be forgotten and 
that the school work should proceed 
without bias or, interruption to the 
close of the school year. 


The members of the local school 


board have received the following let- 
ter from County Superintendent C. R. 
M. Sheppard: 


I beg to acknowledge receipt of min- 


utes of the hearing conducted by your 
board with the citizens' committee 
sitting jointly with you, and permit 
me to commend the members of the 
joint committee for the good judgment 
and common sense shown in the con- 
duct of the investigation. I would al- 
so commend the good judgment dem- 
onstrated by the citizens and patrons 
of New Smyrna by their willingness 
to accept facts and make a reasonable 
adjustment. You have certainly dem- 
onstrated the proper school spirit, as 
well as a spirit of democracy. 
I 


would also commend the young men 
in question for the manly way in 
which they acknowledged their error 
and made due apologies. I would also 
commend the principal of your school 
for his spirit to forgive and forget. 
I am sure there was no feeling of 
malice on his part to begin or end 
with, yet we must all recognize the 
vital necessity for authority on his 
part, which must be respected and 
complied with. 


I am very glad, indeed, that the 


matter has been satisfactorily settled 
and that the young men are again in 
school. I trust that there will never 
be a repitition of this occurence, 
either in spirit or in deed. No school 
can reach its highest standard of ef- 
ficincy without full and complete- co- 
operation of teachers, pupils and par- 
ents, and it seems to me that through 
this little misunderstanding all have 
been made stronger in all these, and 
that in future the school and the com- 
munity will be closer together than 
ever before. 


I note from the News that some 


had the impression that the matter 
was referred to me with request for 
investigation. True it was, but by in- 
dividuals and not by the trustees, and 
as the laws of the state give author- 
ity to trustees 
to investigate sus- 


pensions first, I could not and would 
not usurp that authority until so re- 
quested by your board. Then, too, it 
becomes my duty to act as recording 
secretary to the county board in try- 
ing appeals of such cases, so you see 
that I would have been placed in an 
awkward position had I taken part in 
a preliminary hearing and the case 
then appealed to the county board. 
I foresaw this outcome as a prospect, 
hence my judgment prompted me to 
withhold comment on the 
matter. 


Then, again, it appeared to me that 
the trustees, teachers and citizens 
certainly could settle a small differ- 
ence like this without calling in out- 
side authority, and I am sure that all 
concerned now feel that my judgment 
was good and my position well taken.

WAS 
COMPELLED TO 
SHOOT 


NEGRO. 


Declaring that the negro had tried 


to shoot him after he had placed him 
under arrest on a charge of disorder- 
s' conduct, Marshal M. A. Hollo shot 
and killed a colored man by the name 
of Shirk last Saturday morning. The 
ulack man lived only a short time af- 
ter the bullet from the marshal's gun 
entered his lung. 


A coroner's jury was summoned by 


Justice Newell and an inquest was 
leld before the following jury: G. W. 
Ryals, J. W. Bates, G. W. Martin, C. 
T. Kane, A. J. Dees and J. H. King. 
Marshal Rollo appeared before the 
jury and told the circumstances of the 
shooting and several witnesses were 
examined. The jury brought in a ver- 
dict that the marshal had killed the 
negro in self defense and exonerated 
the officer.

The negro is said to have been 


around New Smyrna for some time 
and had previously been arrested and 
served time on the city streets for 
vagrancy. 
Lately the negro is said 


to have been causing trouble in col- 
ored town and the marshal had arrest- 
ed him and was taking him before the 
mayor for a hearing when the pris- 
oner asked to speak to a colored wo- 


man. 
He walked a few steps away 


from the marshal, drew his gun and 
fired at the officer, but missed. Again 
lie snapped his gun, but the "cartridge 
failed to" explode. The marshal got 
Us gun into action and plugged the 
colored man before he had time to 
make another attempt. 


The body was turned over to R. S. 


Maley and buried in the Larkins cem- 
etery.

Seriously ill and refused admittance 


to several hotels because he was ap- 
parently suffering with tuberculosis, 
William J. Kestler, a visitor from Har- 
risburg, Pa., was taken to the hos- 
pital at Port Orange Tuesday after- 
noon and died 15 minutes after he 
had entered that institution. 


The body is being held at Daytona 


awaiting instructions from relatives 
in the north. 
' 


Mr. Kestler came here from some 


points in the interior of the state the 
last part of last week. In Harrisburg 
last fall his wife died of pneumonia 
following an attack of influenza, and 
he never recovered his own health 
after an attack of the same disease. 
Believing that the trip south would 
be beneficial to his health he came to 
Florida several weeks ago. He was 
plentifully supplied with money, but 
his health did not improve and be- 
cause of his condition he was refused 
admittance to hotels. 
Turning from 


one to another he wandered from 
place to place^, until "he came to New 
Smyrna. 


Ill, weary and despondent he at- 


tracted the attention of I. S. Crawford 
of Hawks Park on the street last Sat- 
urday and Mr. Crawford drew him in- 
to conversation. The man wanted to 
go to the railroad station and Mr. 
Crawford invited him to ride there 
in his car. On the way to the station 
the stranger told enough of his ex- 
periences to elicit the sympathy of 
Mr. Crawford, who, instead of leaving 
him at the station with no destination 
in mind, took him to his own home at 
Hawks Park. 


There he was tenderly cared for by 


Mr. and Mrs. Crawford until Tues- 


day, 
when, on the advice of a local 


physician. Mr. Crawford arranged to 
take him to the hospital at Port Or- 
ange. The sick man was relieved at 
the thought of going to the hospital 
and was glad to go. 


ITe apparently stood the trip well 


but died in 15 minutes after reaching 
that institution. 


His father and brother are said 


to be prominent and wealthy business 
men in Harrisburg. He received a

HISTORICAL RECORDS 


DESTROYED BY FIRE 


JOHN Y. DETWILER 
HOME AT 


CORONADO 
BURNS 
BRINGING 


SERIOUS FINANCIAL AND HIS- 


TORICAL LOSS. 


In the destruction by fire Monday of, 


the home of Mr. and Mrs. John Y. 
3etwiler at Coronado Mr. and Mrs. 
Detwiler not only sustained a serious 
financial loss, but the Volusia County 
Historical society and all others in- 
terested in the early history of this 
section of the country also suffered a 
serious loss in the destruction of Mr. 
Detwiler's notes, citations and records 
bearing on the early settlements here. 


Mr. De'twiler has spent years in 


study of the early history and settle- 
ment of New Smyrna and the state of 
Florida and he is probably the best 
posted man on this subject in this 
section. During his years of study 
add research along tills line he had 
gathered many valuable records and 
made many valuable notes and cita- 
tions which were carefully kept for 
use in research work. Mr. Detwiler 
has written many interesting articles 
on the early life and history of this 
section and these manuscripts were 
also destroyed in the fire. 


During tie active work of the Vo- 


lusia County Historical society last 
winter Mr. Detwiler urged that the so- 
ciety make some provision for taking 
these notes and records and preserv- 
ing them, but no definite provision 
was made and he continued to hold 
them at his home across the river. 
Many of these records and relics can 
nev"er be replaced and the loss is a 
severe one. 


The house, which stood on a high 


point on the bank of the river oppo- 
site New Smyrna, was built 29 years 
ago and was one of the landmarks of 
this section. It was visible for miles 
up and down the river. Mr. Detwiler 
has been a resident of this place for 
more than 30 years and selected one 
of the finest sites for the location of 
his home. The house was surmounted 
by a cupola, from which a fins view 
of the river and surrounding country 
could be obtained. 


The house caught on fire from 


sparks from a bonfire in the back 
yard dropping on the roof, the wind 
fanning these into a blaze, which very 
quickly spread over the roof. The 
cupola was first destroyed and this 
was soon followed by the caving in of 
the roof. 


When the alarm was given a num- 


ber of neighbors hurried to the scene 
to lend what assistance they could, 
but nothing could be taken from the 
second and third floors, and only a 
few articles were saved from the first 
floor. All of Mr. and Mrs. Detwiler's 
clothing was saved, the piano was re- 
moved safely and Mr. Deftviler suc- 
ceeded in saving his deeds and val- 
uable papers. 


Mr. Detwiler carried no insurance 


on the house. 


For the present Mr. and Mrs. Det-' 


wiler are living in one of their cot- 
tages on the river front and they will 
not attempt to rebuild on the site of 
the destroyed home.

week the secretary was instructed'to 
employ Architects Cams and Miller 
to make <a thorough examination o£ 
the New Smyrna and Daytoua build- 
ngs with a view to establishing the 
trouble with and the cause of the de- 
fective roofs. 
Commissioner W. V. 


Gould reported that he had been un- 
able .to obtain any satisfaction from 
Architect A. E. Lewis with reference 
;o the defective roof on the New 
Smyrna building. 


The county superintendent present- 


ed a tentative compulsory attendance 
)i!l for Volusia county, which it is 
proposed to ask the next legislature 
:o pass. The terms of the proposed 
:aw were discussed and agreed upon, 
and the superintendent was instructed 
to have 100 copies made and to pre- 
pare petitions to attach to copies of 
the proposed law to be placed in the 
lands^f the principal of each school 
in the county and with the officers of 
all women's organizations in the coun- 
ty for the signatures of voters. 


Commissioner McClellan reported 


the erection of two toliets for the 
colored school at New Smyrna and 
minor repairs to the building. He al- 
so reported that the matter of repairs 
to the flow well at that place was re- 
ferred to M. A. Galbreath with power 
to act. Mr. McClellan also reported 
that satisfactory arrangements have 
been made to relieve the crowded con- 
ditions in the Oak Hill school. 


A letter was read from the trustees 


of Port Orange protesting against the 
board's order that time lost by teach- 
ers since the holidays on account of 
:he school having been closed without 
authority from the board shall be 
made up. The secretary was instruct- 
ed to advise parties concerned that 
lost time not authorized by the coun- 
ty board cannot be sustained by the 
county. 


In his report to the board the at- 


tendance officer, M. A. Galbreath com- 
plains that several principals and 
teachers over the county are delin- 
quent in making weekly reports to 


him. 
The superintendent 
was di- 


rected to address a communication to 
all teachers and principals directing 
their attention to the law and calling 
upon them to make the weekly re- 
ports promptly each Friday.

BROKEN BY DEPALMA 


AMERICAN MADE CAR SCORES A. 


TRIUMPH OVER GERMAN MADE 


CAR 
IN TRIALS 
AT DAYTONA 


BEACH. 


Traveling at the rate of 149.87 miles 


an hour, Ralph DePalma lowered the 
world's speed record in his trials at 
Daytona Beach Wednesday, making 
the mile in 24.02 second^ as against 
the record of 25.40 seconds made by 
Bob Burman on the same course in. 
1911. He also covered the kilometer 
in 15.86, as against 15.88 as establish- 
ed by Burman. 


DePalma's records were made in: 


his Packard twin six racer, an Amer- 
ican car, and Burman's records were 
made with his Blitzen Benz, a German, 
made car. 


DePalma had been at Daytona for 


more than a week getting ready for 
his trials and has made several starts 
in efforts to lower the speed records. 
These trials have been in charge oC 
and under the direction of the A. A. 
A contest officials, but the delicate 
t.ming device failed to record the 
speed in each trial until Wednesday. 


Many New Smyrna people ha\e 


been in Daytona during the last week 
to witness these trials 


PePalma will make an effort at noon 


today to lower all records up to 10 
miles.

FORREST BALDWIN 


CALLED BY DEATH 


Forrest Baldwin, one of the oldest 


and best known engineers on the Flor- 
ida East Coast railroad, died at his 
home on Ball street yesterday after- 
noon.

At the meeting of the board of 


county commissioners held in De- 
Land last week the clerk was instruct- 
ed to render a bill to Receiver M. 
Sholtz for 489% days time of county 
convicts under the contract accepted 
by him for work done in the Akerman 
& Ellis rock pit. 


Contractor Scott Hodgkin was or- 


dered to proceed at once with the 
•completion of nine dipping vats south 
of the New Smyrna road under his 
contract with the board. 


By a vote of three to two the board 


ordered the bonds of the bond trus- 
tees in the DeLeon-Seville 
special 


road district raised from $5,000 each 
to $50,000 each. 


A petition was received from citi- 


zens of Daytona, Daytona Beach and 
Seabreeze asking that an election be 
«alled for the purpose of voting bonds 
lor a free bridge across the Halifax 
river from a point in the city of Day- 
tona to a point on the peninsula. The 
petition was ordered filed and the at- 
torneys for the board instructed to 
draw proper resolution and notice in 
connection with the petition to be 
presented to the board at the next 
regular meeting of the board and that 
the petition be submitted to the super- 
Tisor of registration for his certificate 
as to the qualification of the signers. 


The clerk was instructed to request 


the Florida East Coast Railroad com- 
pany to put in a plank crossing at the 
«nd of the bridge in Ormond, at the 
railroad's expense, a rock crossing at 
this place being found inadequate. 


The road superintendent was in- 


structed to investigate the necessity 
for a bridge over the canal near Lake 
Ashby and if found necessary to con- 
struct said bridge at an expense not 
to exceed $300. 


Dr. G. A. Davis was appointed coun- 


ty physician for the year 1919 at a 
monthly salary of $16. This salary 
tarries with it attendance of all sick- 
ness at the county jail and county 
lioor farm.

TEE OF PARENTS SETTLE DIF- 


FICULTIES AND RENDER FINAL 


DECISION. 


The misunderstanding between the 


boys and principal of the high school, 
which resulted in the suspension of 
practically all of the boys in the high 
school last week, has been cleared up, 
all dfferences have been amicably set- 
tled and the boys all returned to their 
places in school Monday morning. 


The differences were aired before 


the board of local trustees and a com- 
mittee of parents, made up of L. B. 
Watson, T. L. Howell and R. W. 
Jones, at a meeting held in the school 
building Saturday evening, invitations 
to this meeting having been issued by 
the trustees to the parents of the 
toys suspended. 
After the parents 


iad gathered it was announced that 
the hearing would be conducted by the 
trustees and committee and repre- 
sentatives of the boys and teachers 
were called before this committee for 
learings. 


It was agreed that the finding 'of 


this committee would be accepted by 
the parents and teachers, and the de- 
cision was reached that all the boys 
should return to their work Monday 
morning, that no demerit 
marks 


should be placed against them, that 
all differences should be forgotten and 
that the school work should proceed 
without bias or, interruption to the 
close of the school year. 


The members of the local school 


board have received the following let- 
ter from County Superintendent C. R. 
M. Sheppard: 


I beg to acknowledge receipt of min- 


utes of the hearing conducted by your 
board with the citizens' committee 
sitting jointly with you, and permit 
me to commend the members of the 
joint committee for the good judgment 
and common sense shown in the con- 
duet of the investigation. I would al- 
so commend the good judgment dem- 
onstrated by the citizens and patrons 
of New Smyrna by their willingness 
to accept facts and make a reasonable 
adjustment. You have certainly dem- 
onstrated the proper school spirit, as 
well as a spirit of democracy. 
I 


would also commend the young men 
in question for the manly way in 
which they acknowledged their error 
and made due apologies. I would also 
commend the principal of your school 
for his spirit to forgive and forget. 
I am sure there was no feeling of 
malice on his part to begin or end 
with, yet we must all recognize the 
vital necessity for authority on his 
part, which must be respected and 
complied with. 


I am very glad, indeed, that the 


matter has been satisfactorily settled 
and that the young men are again in 
school. I trust that there will never 
be a repitition of this occurence, 
either in spirit or in deed. No school 
can reach its highest standard of ef- 
ficincy without full and complete, co- 
operation of teachers, pupils and par- 
ents, and H seems to me that through 
this little misunderstanding all have 
been made stronger in all these, and 
that in future the school and the com- 
munity will be closer together than 
ever before. 


I note from the News that some 


had the impression that the matter 
was referred to me with request for 
investigation. True it was, but by in- 
dividuals and not by the trustees, and 
as the laws of the state give author- 
ity to trustees 
to investigate sus- 


pensions first, I could not and would 
not usurp that authority until so re- 
quested by your board. Then, too, it 
becomes my duty to act as recording 
secretary to the county board in try- 
ing appeals of such cases, so you see- 
that I would have been placed in an 
awkward position had I taken part in 
a preliminary hearing and the case 
then appealed to the county board. 
I foresaw this outcome as a prospect, 
hence my judgment prompted me to 
withhold comment on the 
matter. 


Then, again, it appeared to me that 
the trustees, teachers and citizens 
certainly could settle a small differ- 
ence like this without calling in out- 
side authority, and I am sure that all 
concerned now feel that my judgment 
was good and my position well taken.

:o shoot him after he had placed him 
mder arrest on a charge of disorder- 
s' conduct, Marshal M. A. Rollo shot 
and killed a colored man by the name 
of Shirk last Saturday morning. The 
black man lived only a short time af- 
:er the bullet from the marshal's gun 
entered his lung. 


A coroner's jury was summoned by 


Justice Newell and an inquest was 
held before the following jury: G. W. 
Ryals, J. W. Bates, G. W. Martin, C. 
T. Kane, A. J. Dees and J. H. King. 
Marshal Rollo appeared before the 
jury and told the circumstances of the 
shooting and several witnesses were 
examined. The jury brought in a ver- 
dict that the marshal had killed the 
negro in self defense and exonerated 
the officer.

The negro is said to have been 


around New Smyrna for some time 
and had previously been arrested and 
served time on the city streets for 
vagrancy. 
Lately the negro is said 


to have been causing trouble in col- 
ored town and the marshal had arrest- 
ed him and was taking him before the 
mayor for a hearing when the pris- 
oner asked to speak to a colored wo- 


man. 
He walked a few steps away 


from the marshal, drew his gun and 
fired at the officer, but missed. Again 
he snapped his gun, but the "cartridge 
failed to" explode. The marshal got 
his gun into action and plugged the 
colored man before he had time to 
make another attempt.

TORICAL LOSS. 


In the destruction by fire Monday of, 


:he home of Mr. and Mrs. John Y. 
)etwiler at Coronado Mr. and Mrs. 
Detwiler not only sustained a serious 
financial loss, but the Volusia County 
Historical society and all others in- 
erested in the early history of this 
section of the country also suffered a 
=erious loss in the destruction of Mr. 
Detwiler's notes, citations and records 
bearing on the early settlements here. 


Mr. Detwiler has spent years in 


study of the early history and settle- 
ment of New Smyrna and the state of 
Florida and he is probably the best 
posted man on this subject in this 
section. During his years of study 
add research along tills line he had 
gathered many valuable records and 
made many valuable notes and cita- 
tions which were carefully kept for 
use in research work. Mr. Detwiler 
has written many interesting articles 
on the early life and history of this 
section and these manuscripts were 
also destroyed in the fire. 


During tie active work of the Vo- 


lusia County Historical society last 
winter Mr. Detwiler urged that the so- 
:iety make some provision for taking 
these notes and records and preserv- 
ing them, but no definite provision 
was made and he continued to hold 
them at his home across the river. 
Many of these records and relics can 
nev"er be replaced and the loss is a 
severe one. 


The house, which stood on a high 


point on the bank of the river oppo- 
site New Smyrna, was built 29 years 
ago and was one of the landmarks of 
this section. It was visible for miles 
up and down the river. Mr. Detwiler 
has been a resident of this place for 
more than 30 years and selected one 
of the finest sites for the location of 
his home. The house was surmounted 
by a cupola, from which a fine view 
of the river and surrounding country 
could be obtained. 


The house caught on fire from 


sparks from a bonfire in the back 


d dropping on the roof, the wind 


fanning these into a blaze, which very 
quickly spread over the roof. The 
mpola was first destroyed and this 
was soon followed by the caving in of 
the roof. 


When the alarm was given a num- 


ber of neighbors hurried to the scene 
to lend what assistance they could, 
3Ut nothing could be taken from the 
second and third floors, and only a 
few articles were saved from the first 
floor. All of Mr. and Mrs. Detwiler's 
clothing was saved, the piano was re- 
moved safely and Mr. Deftviler suc- 
ceeded in saving his deeds and val- 
uable papers. 


Mr. Detwiler carried no insurance 


on the house. 


For the present Mr. and Mrs. Det-' 


wiler are living in one of their cot- 
tages on the river front and they will 
not attempt to rebuild on the site of 
the destroyed home.
